"Welsh Disestablishment Said to Be 
Promised in the " Queen's Speech " 
—Dissatisfied Healyites. 



London, March 8.— Tho cabinet to-day 
formally approved tho draft of the Queen's 
apeeoh to bo read at tho ro-oponing of par- 
liament. It is said the speech will suggest 
somo Btartling innovations. 

Lord RoBebery, in a letter declining to 
recoive a deputation of Welshmen favoring 
disestablishment of tho Welsh church, adds 
that there will be time enough after Mon- 
day noxt to considor whether the visit of 
suoh deputations is nocoBsary. This ia taken 
to mean that tho Queen's apeoch will mako 
specific promises that the church of Wales 
shall be disestablished. 

Tho cabinet council to-day approved the 
registration bill, which shortens tho term of 
residence necessary to qualify for a voter, 
and includes tho "one mun ono voto" pro- 
vision. Tho bill will bo introduced beforo 
Easter. 

Dissensions in tho Anti-Parnollite ranks 
continue. Twenty-six of Heoly'fl followers, 
it is said, have decided that Lord RoBebory 
failing to give satisfactory assurances in 
regard to Home Rule, they will oppose the 
government. It is reported that Davitt 
will again stand for cleotion to tho Com- 
mons. , 

The announcement is mado officially th»t 
Baron Ttveedmouth will be made Lord Privy 
Seal, with a seat ia tho cabinet. 

It is asserted on high authority that the 
cataract which has for some titno threatened 
Mr, Gladstone with blindness wbb mado 
much worse by exposure to tho glaring light 
of the Bun whilo sojourning at Biarritz. 
Tho ox-premier has arranged for a consulta- 
tion with an eminent oculist for operation 
which ho will have very Bhortly. Mr. 
Gladstono has abandoned his intention of 
visiting Germany with tho object of con- 
sulting an oculist there. 

Mr. Gladstone's condition was slightly 
improved this morning. His cough and 
catarrh, have almost ceased, novorLhelosa hia 
phyBtciona advise him to remain in bed. 
Since his indisposition Mr. Gladstone had 
been visited by noarly all of tho cabinet 
ministers and the foreign diplomats. 

The Westminster Gazette advocates a 
national memorial to Gladstono in tho shape 
of a fund for tho establishment of villago 
libraries. 

Herbert Gladstono has been mado a mem- 
ber of tho Privy Council in consideration of 
tho fact that hia new office, First Commis- 
sioner of WorkB, does not carry with it a 
Beat in the cabinet, whioh it did when it 
was occupied by his predecossor, Mr. G. I. 
Shaw-Lefevro. 

It waa announced late this evening that 
Herbert Gardner, president of tho Board of 
Agriculture, would not resign his office at 
preBtnt. 

CABLE NEWS. 



THE CRONIN MURDER 

Almost Concluded After a Trial Lasting Over 
Four Months. 

Chicago, March 8.— Aftor a trial occupy, 
ing four months, nuking tho longest crim- 
inal case in tho criminal annals of America, 
and with one exception in tho world, and 
involving an expenditure of §100,000, the 
case of tho people ot Illinois against Daniel 
Coughlin, charged with complioity in the 
murder of Dr. P. H, Cronin, was argued by 
counsel yestorday afternoon. Only Judge 
Tuthill'a inBtruotiona remain to bo de- 
livered. Proaecutor Bottumo concluded hia 
address at 4:30 o'clock, and on account of 
the hour the Court deferred the reading 
of the charge until morning. A long re- 
tirement of tho jury is oxpeotod. The 
general sentiment is that tho jury will dis- 
agree, Hundreds moro people than could 
be accommodated with standing room 
sought admission to the court room at both 
sessions to hear Mr. Bottumo's closing 
argument. Tho address as a whole waa a 
masterpiece of argument, logio and elo- 
quence. 

Later — Tho jury roturned a vordict of 
not guilty. 



Eight Persons Seriously Wounded— 
Several Arrests Made-How 
It Was Done. 



Rome, March 8. — A bomb oxplodod in 
front of tho chamber of deputieB this even- 
ing. Tho windows of tho building were 
shattered and other damage doue. Two 
persons aro known to havo been injured. 
There ia no clue to tho porpetratora. 

Tho police say this evening that eight 
perwona were wounded seriously by tho ex- 
plosion. Two men and two women havo 
aeon arreated on Buspicion of having been 
implicated in tho plot, Soon after the ex- 
plosion police wero stationed on the Piazza 
di Citoro and in tho streets loading to tho 
open space botweon tho Parliamentary 
buildings. This ovening all tho afreets in 
tho neighborhood aro doubly patrolled. 

Tho bomb was concealed in an old silk 
hat. Tho fragments indicate that tho ox- 
plosive had been loaded into a tin box, 
about largo onottgh to fill the hat 
crown. A deep hole waa dug be- 
neath tho bomb, and tho pavement 
for a hundred yards waa strewn with 
glaBS. Ono of tho persons injured by the 
explosion ia believed to be dying, Several 
additional arrests were mado late this ev- 
ening. Military and special watchmen have 
been stationed at the offices of the govern- 
ment departments. 

Tho proceedinga of tho Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day were largely dovotod to tho ques- 
tion of the prosecution of Socialist Deputy 
Joseph Folico, who was concerned, it is 
ulleged, in tho recent Anarohiat uprising 
in Sicily.

St. PetERSBUBO, March 8. — Eugene 
Oudin, tho notod American tenor, accom- 
panying Mmo. Richard and other members 
of the London Covent Garden Opera com- 
pany, has arrived hero to take part in a 
scries of Frouch operas at tho Theatre Petit, 
which will bo ono of the greatest society 
events of recent years. Three concerts are 
to be given weekly for a month. Tho resi- 
dent und visiting Americana will occupy 
boxea at tho first performance, this evening, 
in honor of their countryman, A dinner 
and roception to his honor is also to be 
given. 

Commerce Between ltimsln and Germany. 

Berlin, March 8.— The committee of tho 
Reichstag, to which was referred tho Rus-

IMPERIAL CONNECTION. 

Tho Colonies Materially Interested In Ee- 
malnlng Attached to the Empire. 

LONDON, March 8.— Tho banquet of tho 
Colonial Institute was held last night. Tho 
Earl of Dunraven occupied tho chair. Sir 
ChurleB Tupper proposed tho toaot of tho 
Royal family. Lord Dunraven, in propos- 
ing tho toast of tho inBtituto referred to the 
growth of colonial trade, and expressed the 
hope that England would practically recog- 
nize tho unifying efToct of trade. Right 
Hon, Jas. Biyco, chancellor of tho Duchy of 
Lancaster, proposed the British empire 
Mr. Bryoo said ho believed it to bo in tho 
interest of tho oolonies to remain attached 
to tho empire. " We hold the empire," ho 
said, " not merely by wealth or by ahips, 
but by tho invinciblo apirit of courago and 
enterprise, which centuries of freedom havo 
developed." Sir Thomas Molllraith, of 
Queensland, who waa present, also spoke, 
and warmly eulogized the efforts being mado 
by Canada to promote trade with the 
Australian colonies.

FIGHTING IS AFRICA. 



TVhy the Portuguese and British Came 
to Hostilities in the Zambesi 
Country. 



Interference With the Construction of 
a Telegraph Line Tliroutrh 
Disputed Territory. 



"A CEISIS HAS ARISEN." 



Port Natal, March 8.— It is thought do- 
tails of the encounter which took pluce bo- 
tweon tho British and Portuguese on tho 
Zambesi river, are very meagro ; and that 
tho matter is much moro aorioua than the 
Srat reports. Tho African trans-Continental 
Telegraph Co,, havo been pushing a lino 
from the British Bphero through Portuguese 
territory. The Telegraph Co. avera that 
their right to build tho lino aeroaa Portu- 
gueao poaaeasiona had been obtainod through 
an understanding between tho British and 
Portuguese governments. Tho Portugueeo 
of Teto denied this claim, and demanded 
compensation from the Telegraph Co. for tho 
use of tho territory through which tho com- 
pany waa constructing ita linos, and declaring 
that until this matter Wttssettlcil tho building 
should not proceed. The British construction 
party paid no heed to. tnis, and continued 
their work, whereupon two cannon shotB 
wore fired from tho Portugueao fort, warn- 
ing tho British to cease work and rotiro 
from tho rivor banks, Almost immediately 
after this a number of boats loaded with 
Portuguese soldiers put out under tho guna 
of tho fort, and crossing tho Zimbeai up- 
rooted the poles already put up. Tho con- 
struction party fought hard to protoct their 
property and maintain their ground. 

In tho moleo shots were oxohanged, 
though it doos not appear that anybody was 
badly hurt. Tho aflair was immediately 
reported by tho official in ohargo of the 
construction party to Comniaudor Carr, of 
tho British gunboat Mosquito, tho report 
being accompanied by an appeal for protec- 
tion. Tho British commander at onco in- 
formed the officer in command of the Portu- 
guese that they would open firo upon them 
if ho did not cease his interference with the 
work of tho construction party, and at the 
same timo aent to Quilimane for reinforce- 
ments, seoing that ho was outnumbered by 
the Portuguese, and consequently in a dan- 
gerous position. The Portugueso offioor in- 
sisted that no further wotko be dono, 
and he, too, sont for reinforcements. Both 
reinforcing partioo are understood to bo en 
route to the |aceno of tho disturbance. 
Reports aro rifo that uuothor conflict haa 
taken placo, resulting in loea of life; but 
theco rumors cannot b3 verified. Tho Por- 
tuguese fort at Toto is armed with heavier 
guns than those carried by any of the Brit- 
ish gunboats on tho Zitiibcsi and tho Portu- 
gueso force of native soldiers und police, all 
woil armed, is much greater than any Brit- 
ish forco in the region of tho trouble. Still, 
with the addition of tho reinforcements 
asked for, Commander Carr will bo in a 
position to mako a very hard tight, and with 
hia own rapid firing guna and thoao of tho 
rivor boats summoned to his aid, will possi- 
bly bo able to proteot the Telegraph Co. 



Important Manifesto by the ParneUite 
Group of the Irish 
Party. 



"No Confidence in the Earl of S 
bery's Cabinet"— "Prompt 
Action Necessary." 



London, March 8.— The Parnellites gave 
out, thia evening, a manifeato addroased to 
the Irish people, signed by John Redmond, 
leader of tho group ; Timothy Harrington, 
M. P. for the Harbor division of Dublin, and 
Joseph Edward Kenny, M.P. for the Col- 
lego Green division of Dublin. Tho mani- 
festo saya : "A orisie haa arisen in the 
fortunes of tho country which makes it im- 
perative that tho men who struggled, three 
years ago, to retain Charlea Stewart 
ParneH'a leadcrahip for Ireland, should 
now try to preserve unbroken 
the organization and brotherhood es- 
tablished at that timo among our race. 
\Ve addresa to you wordB of warning and 
advice. Mr. Gludstono then declared that 
the retention of Mr. Darnell would reduce 
his own leadership of the Liberals almost to 
a nullity. Hia lettor contains no hint or 
threat of resignation or of a ohango of tho 
Liberal attitude to Home Rule. Neverthe- 
less, in a moment of weakness and panic 
Pornell waa abandoned, avowedly to main- 
tain Mr. Gladatono's leadership and pre- 
aerve the alliance with tho Liberals. 

The reeult wob that one of the grandest 
and beBt disciplined political combinations 
tho world over Baw degenerated into a 
betrayal of Parnell, and into a confederacy 
with the Liboral Government, which denied 
ju8tico to the Irish on tho aimplo quostiong 
of evictions and the amnesty of political 
offenders. Apart altogether from the ques- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone's own sincerity in 
tho Irish cause, and his desire to bo identi- 
fied with the final solution of the Irish ' 
question, the final test must now apply to 
the sincerity of the Liberal cabinet. It 
was to retain Mr. Gladatono's services 
that Charlea Stewart Parnell wa8 thrown 
over. Mr. Gladatono'e promise wa8 the 
bond offered in every political platform to 
Ireland in the past three years. Wo warn 
cur countrymen now that in this retirement 
from the leadership can originate the only 
necessity of abandoning Home Rule, and 
through such a compromise as can only bo 
regarded by Ireland aa an inBult and mock- 
ery. Tho removal of the Irish block on tho 
Imperial Parliament encourages the party 
of half-hearted Home Rulers in the cabinet 
to believe that they may again aafely disap- 
point tho hopes of Ireland. We can have 
no confidence in tho Earl of Rosebery's cab- 
inet. The timo has como for prompt ac- 
tion. Tho Irish peoplo will not longer toler- 
ate the policy of national subserviency to 
English party interests. Let them organize 
the forcea of their race to Biipport the strug- 
gle for National Government. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Howards for Life Saving— Dominion RHIe 
Association Meets April l-Protests 
Against French Treaty. 

(From our own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, March 8.— The Council of the 
Dominion Rifle Association met to-day and 
approved tho annual report.

ELECTION INSPECTOR MISSING. 

A Chum of Brooklyn's Ex-Boss, Also Under 
Indictment, Cannot be Found- 
Said to bo Insane. 

New York, March 8. — James H. Crop- 
soy, licenso inspector of Coney island, and 
one of the indicted inspectors of elections, 
has disappeared. It is believed he haa been 
taken to a private asylum on Long island, 
where, it is hoped, a temporary stay will 
bonofit hia- mental condition. Inspector 
Cropsey was last seen in the court room 
where McKane was found guilty. When 
tho jury retired ho became norvoua and 
anxiously queationed his friends as to tho 
probability of acquittal. " I fool aa if I 
wero in tho dock," ho said to a companion. 
"I wish the whole matter was through 
with." 

When tho jury filed baok into oourt, 
Cropaoy watohed them with tho deepest in- 
terest, and whon their decision was an- 
nounced ho groaned and eank back into tho 
arms of hia companion. Little attention 
waa paid to him at tho time, aa all eyos 
wero turned upon McKane. After tho court 
adjournod no trace of Cropsoy could be 
found. A soarch was made, but whatever 
tho outcomo was the moat solicitous of hia 
acquaintances quickly dropped tho soarch 
and answered with the remark, "Crop3oy is 
all right." 

Every one in Coney island believes that 
Cropsoy has been inaana more or less for 
the past two years and B half, on account of 
a shocking accident of which ho was unwil- 
lingly tho cause, which resulted in tho death 
of John J. O'Brien, son of tho Republican 
loader in tho eighth district of this city, 
At tho annual shooting match of tho Coney 
Island Rod and Gun club in 1S91 young 
O'Briou wus looking on, whon Cropsoy'a 
gun exploded, killing O'Brien. Sinco then 
his conduct has beon so erratio that hia re- 
latives induced him to onter a private asy- 
lum for two months. After his releuso ho 
wao regarded aa half insauo. He waa one 
of tho inspectors who refuaed to receive the 
order of tho court at tho last election, 
granting tho Gaynor copyiata the privilege 
of inspooting the registry lists. Ho waB 
hold in $2,000 bail by Judge Cullen, with 
tho dozon other inspootors. Ho was indict- 
ed and ia awaiting trial. 



RULNED AT MONTE CARLO. 

A Woman Forced to Fly and Leave Her 
Child Belilud flor. 

New York, Maroh 7.— Mrs. Cummings, 
of 42 West 24th streot, to-day sent her sou 
in tho Mayors' office tho information that 
Mra. Whitney, the mother of a baby desert- 
od some time ago at Nico, France, had 
boarded with her at the Cafo Royal, No. 
123 East 23rd street, in 1S93. Mra. Whit- 
ney, she said wua a nico woman and her 
father, Mra. Cummings think8, ia a wealthy 
California ranchman. The Mayor was 
recently notified by the French au- 
thorities of the cise of desertion, 
and asked to make an investigation. Mrs. 
Cummings expressed a willingness to adopt 
the child. A cable dispatch from Nico to a 
morning paper nays : Sirs. Whitney's child 
is being cared for by Mrs. Walker, wife of 
the Swiss hotel porter. The mother ran 
a;vay from a two thousand franc hotel bill, 
loaving her trunk behind.

She wrote 
from Cologne recently that sho would come 
for tho child as soon as ahe got monoy.

A Hundred and Forty-Three Claimants to the 
Seaman Estate Non-Suited by tho N T . Y. 
Court of Appeals. 

New York, March 7.— Presiding Justice 
van Brunt, and Judge O'Brien, of the Su- 
premo court, have aigned an order dismiss- 
ing tho appeal in tho Seaman will case. 
This caso has b-.en tho Bubjeot of litigation 
for years, involving the title to 
proporty estimated to bo worth over 
$4,000,000.

How the " Wrestle " Will Be Released 
-The " Garland's " New Route 
Proves Proli table. 



Stevedore Yorke's Scow in Daiiffer- 
lmprovement of the Inner 
Harbor Entrance. 



Messrs. Provost and AJams aro losing no 
time in making preparations to got the 
barkentino Wrestler off White rock. Throe 
largo centrifugal pumps, capablo of throw- 
ing 4,500, 2,500 and 2,000 gallons of water 
per minuto respectively, were yesterday 
loaded on a bcow and tukcn out to the 
wreck. The Wrestlor is being stripped of 
everything nioveablo eithor on deck, in the 
hold or attachod to the spira, Aa she lies 
her weight resting on the rocks seems to bo 
forward, whore there yet lies a big anchor 
and Bomo heavy chain. When this is re- 
moved, with the yards and the timber, etc., 
in the hold, and when the hole said to ho in 
the port side is patohed up, it is thought 
tho vesaol will flaat. Should sho not, how- 
ever, after the pumpa have been in opera- 
tion, and her hpttom found to bo more be ri 
oualy broken than is now anticipated, a 
rough cofferdam will be constructed ao that 
the machinery will bo effective in keeping 
tho water out of the hold. Contrary to < x- 
pecta'.ious, Wednesday's gale had no bad 
effects on the vessel as tho storm was 
severest when tho tide was high, during 
which time there wad sufficient water in the 
vessel to keep hor firm on tho rock. Iu 
lightening tho barken' ins of tho yards, otc , 
an advantage to bo gained is in destroying, 
to a great extent, tho cause of rocliing in a 
high wind, thereby preserving as much aa 
posaihlo tho vesael'a bottom. The scheme of 
fre> i ig I hi vessel from tho rocks, a though 
being oouducted by tho owners iu a simple 
way and on no pariicularly Bcionlifio iric- 
cipie, seems moat feasible and may prove 
euccsssful in a very short time. 

BRIGHI PROSPECTS,

IIARUOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Four or five piles sticking up a short dis- 
tance above tho aurfnea of tho water near 
the red buoy in the harbor aro at preaent 
about tho only indicationa of an important 
work which tho Dominion Government will 
aoon commence Where the piles loom up 
is Bhallow water not more than twelvo feot 
deep at low tide, and which heavy draught 
veasela coming into port havo to tako a aemi- 
circle course around in, sometimes, narrow 
quarters. This hindranco to navigation has 
often been the cause of Berioua trouble in 
grounding vessels, and to improve the har- 
bor in this respect tho Government propose 
removing by blasting, the rock causing the 
shallowness of water at the place.

San Francisco, March 8.— Alexander

"I realizo that the situation is uncertain 
in regard to what will tako place, and I 
am as ouriouB as anyone to see which way 
tho cat will hop, One- thing ia known to 
overyono and is acknowledged by the North 
American navigation oompany, and that is 
it will not bo ahlo to continue busincBS 
unless it can bo aaaured another subaidy, 
I don't Bay it will not got tho subsidy, 
for I am not able to foresee what will 
take plaoo. Nobody can toll what the 
Panama railway company may docido to do. 
This company does not hill any through 
freight, but confines itself atriotly to points 
on this coast."

DIVIDEND POSTPONED. 

Owing to the Absence of World's Fair Di- 
rectors tho .Surplus Cannot Uo 
Divided. 

Chicago, March 8.— The payment of a 
dividend to World's Fair stockholders hus 
agkin been postponed, t-ud tho indications 
now are that the million and a quarter dol- 
lars thai have been uvj.il tble for this pur- 
pose sin :e the gttea of Jaokson park were 
closed on October 3l,will remain locked up in 
the bauka, instead of being put into circula- 
tion, for at least two mouths. Tho roaBon 
now assigned for this action is that the 
members of the bourd of directors are scat- 
tered, many of them now enjoying trips in 
Europe and tho Hol> Land, and others tho 
sights of tho California Midwinter Exposi- 
tion. A full meeting of tho board is neces- 
sary to declare a dividend, und heuce the 
minority still in the city is powerless to act- 
While the distribution of the fund would 
not amount to moro than ten ];or cent, of 
tho capital atock, it would be a boon to 
thouaanda of poor people who beoame stock- 
holders when the local enthusiasm that pro- 
coded tho World's Fair was ut its height, 
and many of whom aro now iu noed of a 
dollar.

San Francisco, March 8.— Tho financo

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Henry Clews & Co. 'a Wall street circular, 
dated March 3, thus describes tho situa- 
tion : Wall street boginB to Bhow an im- 
proved feeling and an increaso of apeculat- 
tivo interest. The reasons aro various, and 
may bo briefly statod aa follows : 

1. There ia an unmiatakablo improvement 
in the tone and volume of goneral trade. 
That recovery has been coming slowly and 
almost imperceptibly since tho opening of 
tho year ; but it ia now perceived to be an 
established fact and finds expression in a 
diminution of complaint and in a moro 
confident feeling and freer buying. This is 
conspicuously the casein the drygoods trade, 
in which complaint haa boon iru at general. In 
that, department, pricee havo aettled down 
to a reduction averaging about 10(3:12 per 
cent., compared with a year ago, on cotton 
goods, and 10 to 20 per cent, on woolen and 
worsted goods; and on this basis distributors 
have evidently becomo willing to buy. Tho 
spring trade of last year was unusually ac- 
tive, and comparisons with that period must 
make allowanco for that fact. 

The fall in prices of course reduces the 
volume of business when measured by 
values ; but it is doubtful if the volumo, aa 
estimated by quantity, showa any impor- 
tant declino from average years ; this being 
especially tho case with respeco to cotton 
goods. Collections are made with a prompt- 
ness which shows the financial condition of 
dealers to bo healthy. In tho grocery trado 
the conditions are about the same as iu dry 
goods, jobbing sales being about equal in 
quantity to those of a year ago, while 
prices aro 10 to 15 per cent, lowor, 
and collections reasonably satisfac- 
tory. Iu the iron trado, a largely 
increaaed business could bo dono if thoro 
were greater harmony among manufacturers 
about prices, which are held up with a per- 
sistency which tho situation does not justify. 
Thia proveutB buyers of railroad and struc- 
tural iron and steel from operating. The 
worst stage of the depression has gone by, 
and we havo certainly entered upon a period 
of recovery which only needs the end of tariff 
legislation iu order to its developing in- 
to an established recovery iu general trade. 

2. The preparations of tho Paris Bourse 
for giving American securities extenaive re- 
presentation upon its official "call" is hav- 
ing a distinctly hopeful effect. It is found 
uecesaury to deviso somo way of expressing 
the fuco inscription of bonds or stocks in 
tho French language ; and, to meet tho 
wants of small French investors, bonds will 
need to be iasued in amall denominations. 
These preliminaries being disposed of, buy- 
ing ou this new market may be expected ; 
and those best posted anticipate that tho 
demand will prove important. Tho antici- 
pation of this now clement is having a cer- 
tain reviving effect upon expectation rather 
than on present transactions. 

3. Tho time is close at hand for effecting 
settlements of somo of somo of tho l.rgo 
railroad receiverships. Tho Erie, tho Read- 
ing and the Richmond Terminal readjust- 
ments are expected to bo completed somo 
time within the present month. Drexel, 
Morgin & Co. have come to an understand- 
ing with the Floating Debt Syndicate of tho 
Richmond Terminal Co , by which the prin- 
cipal obstacle ia removed, and that bringa 
affairs within easy settlement. Tho restor- 
ation of tho large mass of securities connect- 
ed with these roads to their usual status on 
the market will have a good effect in renew- 
ing confidence and in encouraging transac- 
tions ou the Exchange. 

4 Tho impression steadily strengthens 
that the industrial aituation is returning to 
a normal Btato. Already, a very largo pro- 
portion of tho lately auspended machinery 
of the country has resumed work, and wo 
notice less complaint of tho anticipated dio- 
turbanco of production through tho new 
tariff. This aeema to bo due principally to 
tho fact that tho now conditions aro becom- 
ing bettor understood. Thus, in industrial 
and commercial affairs, everything aeema to 
l>o drifting towards a resumption of opera- 
tions, not immediately upon a ecale of nor- 
mal activity, but on conditions deemed safe 
and which may bo expected to lead to a 
steady expansion of business. 

Tho foregoing conditions cannot fail to 
havo an encouraging effect upon Wall Street 
affairs. They point to a further recovery of 
confidence, to tho resumption of auspended 
undertakings, to preparations for starting 
now enterprises, to tho strengthening of 
credit, und the return of a healthier tone on 
the money market. Wo therefore feel free 
to suggest that tho outlook is encouraging to 
tho purchase of stocks that havo a solid 
baBia of value.

THE LIGHTING OF THE CITY. 

The complaints about the way in which 
tho city ia lighted havo been many and 
grievous. The answer to the complaints 
was that the Corporation was doing the best 
it could with tho means at its disposal. 
The electric light plant, it was alleged, was 
defectivo, and there was not powor enough 
to give the city all the light it needed. 
Some time ago the Corporation applied for 
authority to raise money enough to procure 
better machinery, to increase tho number of 
lights, and to have them better distributed ; 
but tho ratepayers rofueed to give the 
authorization. Thia was not because the 
city did not rcquiro more and better 
lights, or because tho ratepayers disapprov- 
ed of tho Corporation taking tho business of 
lighting the oity into its own hands, but 
because they thoughtthat theCorporation.at 
that particular time, was going too fast and 
required a Bharp check. 

But the matter has since then been fully 
discussed. It is now generally believed 
that it is moat economical and moat satis- 
factory for She oity to supply itself with 
light, and that tho plant now in use is not 
sufficiently powerful, and not of the right 
kind to produce the results required. We 
believe, too, that tho ratepayers have con 
fidence in the present Council, and are pre 
pared to place the business of renewing tho 
plant and reorganizing the service in their 
hands. If what some of those who havo ex- 
amined tho machinery in tho oity power 
honae say is true, the Corporation will not 
only give the oity more light, but save 
money, by setting aside tho part of the 
preaent machinery which is both insufficient 
and wasteful, and replacing it by machin 
cry that is more powerful, better con 
etructed and less expensive to run, 
If tho ratepayers decido that the 
city should continuo to supply itself 
with light, uud that to do this now plant 
must be procured, tho details will havo to 
be left to the diecretion of the Council. 
Tho old saying: "Too many cooks spoil 
the broth," holds good in thia matter as 
■well aa in niOBt others. The rate-payers 
must necessarily placo confidonco in tho 
discretion and tho integrity of tho Mayor 
and Council, These latter will, no doubt, 
bo guided by tho beat professional advice 
attainable. It will not do for thorn to act 
in this busicesB of lighting tho city in tho 
same way as a former Council did with 
solecting a sower system and constructing 
tho sowers. There aro no heaven-born 
electricians any moro than there are hoaven- 
born sanitary engineers. Men who have 
had no training and no exporionco in tho 
work of lighting a city by electricity ahould 
not take upon themselves to dictate to prac- 
tical olcotricianB who understand their 
business. If thoy do, they will be 
euro to mako a mess of it, and to 
causo loss of both time and money. 
Tho Corporation has, wo beliovo, discretion 
enongh to put the carrying out of tho prac- 
tical part of tho business to good men, and 
to truBt them after thoy are employed. If 
this is dono, tho city will bo suro to ho well 
lighted, and tho oitizona will got the worth 
of thoir money. 

We trust that tho subjeot will be fully 
and fairly discussed botwoeu now and oleo- 
tion day. If this is done, wo have co doubt 
that the groat majorityof the ratepayers will 



IN A NEW CHARACTER, 

Tho British Government appeared in 
court, not long since, in an entirely now 
oharooter. It was broughb there aa an 
inventor, or, rather, as a protended invontor 
who had piokod the real inventor's brains 
and had made an unfair use of tho knowl- 
edge it had obtained of his processes. This 
was not a very pleaBant or a very dignified 
position for a rospectablo government to 
occupy. 

The Government had tried to proouro 
a high exploBivo that would auawor its 
purposes. It assigned to tho Explosives 
Committee the duty of selecting the ono it 
recjuired. That Committoo examined and 
tried all tho explosives dovisod by all tho 
inventors, but could not find ono that 
exactly suited them. Tho explosives exam 
ined had all dtfeots, more or loss aorious. 

Tho sciontifio members of the Committee 
then set about invonting a powder, or ex 
plosive, whioh would bo free from tho faults 
of those that thoy had investigated, and 
" cordito " was tho rosult of thoir labors 
When the qualities of this now powder wore 
mado known, Nobel's Explosives Company 
deolarcd that cordito was nothing but a form 
of ■ " balllstite," a powder for which they 
had takon out a patent. Mr. Nobol'e alio 
gationa wore, in effect, that tho matorials of 
cordito wore in hia specification, and that 
tho Government's process is tho samo as his 
This tho Government denied. A good deal 
was said about tho unfairness of tho Govern- 
ment's Committee using tho knowledgo they 
had acquired in their investiga- 
tions to invent a now exploaivo 
which was only nominally different from 
ono of thoBO which thoy had rcjeotod. It 
can easily bo imagined that a great deal of 
this kind of talk waa indulged in by in- 
terested parties who considered that they 
had been Blighted and unjustly treoted. 
Tho Government waa represented aa having 
dono a mean and an unfair thing. But a 
littlo reflection might show them that there 
was not much boubo or justice in their re- 
proaches and accusations. Tho Govern- 
ments' Committee were not obliged to ac- 
cept an article that did not suit thorn. In 
tho Investigations, they wera not mado tho 
confidents of inventors and no one was 
foolish enough to tell them tho secrets of 
his trado. The knowlodge which tho Com- 
mittee obtained by experiment and investi- 
gation was legitimately thoir property, and 
any ono else who used tho Bamo means 
and waB equally intelligent could 
acquiro tho same knowledgo. The Explo- 
sives' Committee went to work in precisely 
the same way aa ovcry other inventor does. 
They availed themselves of all tho knowledgo 
they could obtain on tho subjeot of explo- 
sives, and improved upon that knowledge. 
Mr. Nobel or Mr, Anyone Elao could havo 
dono tho samo thing that they did, and no 
ono would have dreamed of finding fault 
with him. 

The Nobel Exploaivea Company wore not 
satisfied with the Committee's explanations, 
and went to law with tho Government. Tho 
case waa tried beforo Mr. Justice Romer, 
and laatcd fourteen days. Judgment was 
given in favor of tho Govornmont. The 
Judge decided that oordito was very differ- 
ent from ballistito both in chemical compo- 
sition and ballistic powers as woll aa in 
appearance The now powder i8, there- 
fore, in ovory senao tho property of tho 
British Government, and exports say that it 
is the best thing of its kind yet invented. 



HOW IT IS "AT HOME." 

A writor in "The Liberty Review," an 
English publication, writing on tho "Slavery 
of Members of Parliament," says : . 

Ia it not abominable that a candidato 
should bo badgered by every faddiat of hia 
constituency to vote for anti-vivisection, 
anti-opium trade, teototalism, oight hours 
labor, anti-contraoting out, tho Newcastle 
nonsense, and a aooro of other fads, or stand 
the ohanco of offending a party and losing a 
whole block of votes. Candidates promiso 
anything or shufilo, under the hopo that the 
particular fad will not bo introduced, Any- 
how, privato judgmont ia burked, freedom 
ia crippled, and all argumonta whioh may 
orop up to give a new turn to a doubtful 
question muat bo ignored. A mem- 
ber persuaded against his pledge ia 
like a woman convinced against her will. 
Thus cabined, cribbed, confined, no question 
BtandB on its own merits, no argument is of 
any force, and tho pledged membora might 
bo toy automatons wound with a koy, with 
no moro brains than a mask or a barristor's 
wig." 

This is, no doubt, a good deal overdrawn 
There auroly must bo somo independent 
men in tho Imperial Houbo of Commons, 
and thore must bo a tow at loaBt froo to 
givo expression to thoir own opinions, and 
to vote for tho sido thoy boliovo to bo right. 
Tho writer graphically describes tho tyranny 
whioh faddists ovorywhero attompt to exer 
oiflo over thoir representatives in Purlia 
mont. They aro moat exacting and intolo 
rant, They seem to think that thoir mem- 
ber is, politically and intellectually, their 
bond slave, and expect him advocate thoir 
pot schemes and to vote for their several 
hobbies. That ho should havo opinions aud 
convictions of hia own never scorns to havo 
entered their minds.

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A CIVIC ELECTION. 

The civic elootion in Soattle, on Tuesday, 
was a moat intereating contest, It was 
preceded by a lively campaign, during which 
it was very difficult to decido which party 
had the bcBt of it. Tho eleotioa eeems to 
havo been run on politicol lines, though 
what national politics havo to do with the 
choice of tho officials of a municipality it is 
difficult to Beo. Ono would supposo that 
bringing in a foreign and wholly irrelevant 
issue would prevent tho citizens choosing 
the best man to manage their civic affuirs. 
A man who is unexceptionable as a poli" 
tician might be most obj?ctlonablo ae a oity 
official, and, on tho other hand, tho citizen 
beat qualified to aid in managing tho affairs 
of tho city might bo of no account at 
all aa a politician. Thia is, in fact, very 
often tho oaso. But it aeems almost 
impoBsiblo to got tho inhabitants 
of American cities to realizo that the gov- 
ernment of a municipality, groat or small, is 
as much a matter of business as running a 
bank or a big mercuntilo concern. In choos- 
ing tho direotors of a bank, tho stockholders 
never givo a thought to tho politics of tho 
men they vote for, their trustworthiness and 
thoir business capacity aro almost tho only 
thingB considered. Tho consequonces aro 
that, as a rule, banks aro pretty woll man- 
aged, whilo tho cities in whioh tho council- 
lors aud othor elected officials aro chosen on 
account of thoir political creed and profes- 
sions, aro almost invariably badly governed. 

In Soattle tho Republicans won " a glori- 
ous victory " while tho Democrats wore 
snowed under. Besides tho Ropublicana 
and tho Democrats, tho PopuliBts aud tho 
A. P. A. cut a figuro in tho election. Mon 
seem to have boon choson as civic officials 
for almost ovorything oxoept thoir ability to 
servo thoir follow citizens efficiently and 
honeBtly. It will bo a great wonder if tho 
electors who havo tho good of tho city at 
heart do uot, beforo this time next year, bit- 
torly regrot that tho issues of tho election 
for mon to conduct tho business of tho oity 
wero political and not thoso which woro cal- 
culated to load tho citizens to choose re- 
presentatives bcoauBO they gavo promiso of 
being capable and honest administrators.

Rio de Janeiro, March 8 —On tho night 
of Tuesday, March 0, a bargo laden with 
bacon, flour and cylinder oil, belonging to 
tho firm of Lovcring & Co., of Baltimore 
and Rio de Janoiro, was stolen from the 
side of the Hamburg steamer Catani to 
whioh it was moored. Tho theft was tho 
work of insurgents, who aro ever on the 
alert for supplies. As thero was no German 
warship in harbor, the German vessels with 
others having been withdrawn on account of 
tho prevalence of yellow fever, the head of 
the hnuso of Levering & Co. applied to 
Admiral Bonham for redress. Admiral Bon- 
ham declined to interfere because the stolon 
bargo, as well as the oteamer from whoso 
sido sho was takon, was under tho Ger- 
man flag. 

Tho Gorman government has notified the 
legation that a German warship may bo ex- 
pected in Rio harbor very soon, whon it is 
robablo that some notice will bo taken of 
the bargo inoident. Thefts on tho part of 
tho ins-urgents havo boon vory common 
since tho beginning of tho troublo hero, and 
in most casos tho Btealing haB 
been very adroitly done. Somo days 
ago a bargo loaded with provi- 
sions was stolen by the insurgonts under 
cover of the darknoss from tho Bide of tho 
British ship Gorbieson. On another ocoiaion 
sixty bales of cotton were 3tolon from a 
lighter attached by a hawser to another 
British ship. In both oases an appoal was 
mado to the British authorities, but they 
not only refused to interforo but found fault 
with the captain of ono of tho ships for being 
such a fool aa to put a burga alongsido of his 
ship over night. 

Yesterday as tho tug Isabol, flying tho 
British flag, was steaming in tho outor har- 
bor, sho was firod upon by the insurgont 
Bteamor Victoria, tho shot paaBing through 
her Hag. Tho Isubol stopped immedi- 
ately und tho Viotoria, by Bignal, 
compolled hor to come alongside which she 
did. The Victoria took off ono of tho crow 
of the Isabel, pressing him into tho insur- 
gent service, and ordered tho tug away. 
The matter waB at once reported to tho 
British authorities, but as yot they havo 
taken no action whatever. All of tho naval 
commanders, except Admiral Benham, have 
left port for places of safety from tho yellow 
fever, tho deaths from whioh now average 
123 per day. 

Despatches from Bahia say that the elec- 
tion was conducted quietly, and the returns 
show a complete triumph for Moraes.

The Value of the Mines Should Ensure 
tor Them Adequate 
Protection. 



The following pa6sago from tho articlo on 
" Canada " in tho Londoa Timoa of the lGth 
ulb., will no doubt bo of muoh interest to 
our readerB : 

" When wo eroBB tho continent to tho Pa- 
cific coast we find, in connection with the 
coal of British Columbia, a group of facts 
■scarcely leBs striking than thoao to which 
roferonce has already boon made. Along 
tho whole Pacific couat of South Amorica no 
coal is found suited for steaming purposes. 
There is noiae along tho coast of North 
America until wo come to Paget Sound. At 
different points on tho Sound mines are 
being worked on American territory, but 
the coul is all of a distinctly inferior qual- 
ity. It is only when wo oross the boundary 
line into Canadian torritory that in Van- 
couver Island, the Bite of Britain's only 
naval station on the western couBtof Ameri- 
ca, we meet with largo depositB of good 
steaming coal. 

"Tho superiority of this coal is proved be- 
yond question by the published tableB of the 
War Department of tho United States, in 
which are given tho comparative values for 
steam-raising purposes of the various futU 
found on the Pacific Coast, In this state- 
ment— certainly not a partial one— the Na- 
naimo coal is rated far above any found in 
Washington, Oregon, or California. The 
annual output of tho mines at Nanaimo 
and Wellington haB now risen boyond a 
million tons. At Nanaimo the principal 
mine is directly upon tho shore, and tho gal- 
leries are being run out far under the arm 
of the sea which divides Vancouver 
Island from the Mainland, bo that 
here, as at Capo Breton, ships of 
heavy tonnage take in coal while moored 
immediately over the placo from which it 
is obtained. In either case the facility for 
easy and rapid coaling could not well bo 
excelled. The very facility of approach 
creates a responsibility. When ships can 
sail in from the open sea and come directly 
to the place where large stores of coal are 
ordinarily accumulated, it ia clear that 
these atorcs must have aomo means of do- 
fence if they aro not to fall into the hands 
of the first comer. Tho full appreciation of 
the value of these coaling positions ought to 
secure for them some adequate defence, 
such as they do not at present possess. 

" Canada is now co operating with Great 
Britain iu providing adequato defence for 
the naval station at Erquimalt, tho import- 
ance of which was well illustrated when I 
was there by the presence in the fine grav- 
ing dock of the Worapite, undergoing re- 
pairs after her serious mishap. Doubtless 
Esquimalt must bo the main rclianco for tho 
safety of the fleet in the North Pacific, but 
some subsidiary protection seems imperative 
for the security of actual ouling porta like 
Nanaimo, if they aro to be safe agaioBt sud- 
den attack. Full ind joibt provision for 
this may only be possible when the mother- 
land and the colonies have arrived at a clear 
understanding in regard to the distribution 
of national responsibility. The defence, 
however, ought certainly to he giver, and it 
would be wUcr to plan carefully and com- 
plete in time of peace what would of neces- 
sity have to be supplied hastily under tho 
pressure of any threat of war. Such a ques- 
tion would be fair matter for deliberation 
and decision at a colonial conference Buch as 
has been proposed. 

"A fact may hero bo mentioned which 
illustrates by contrast tho singular advan 
tage which tho Empire poBsesBea from the 
command of abundant coal on the Paoific 
The great American city of Sun Francisco, 
with its extensive shipping and railway con- 
nections, draws ita chief supplies of good 
cnal from three British sources — Vancouver, 
New South Wales, and Great Britain itself. 
Curiously enough the two distunt points 
compete in furnishing this coal on practi 
oily equal terma with Vancouver, which is 
cluou at hand. Shipa charterod to carry 
wheat from the Pacific CoaBtto Europo from 
want of a return cargo use coal aa ballast in 
v/nyeging from England to Australia, and 
are thereforo able to deliver it in San Fran- 
ciaco almoat as cheaply aa it is brought from 
Vancouver. During the year 1892 San 
Francisco took about GOO.000 tona of Van 
couver coal. Tho American steamship lines 
to China and Australia use it almost exclu- 
sively. It goes to tho Sandwich Islands, 
to Mexico, and many other points on the 
Pacific, a circumstance which indicates how 
much Canada's stuko on that ocean is in- 
creasing' 

1 'Another suggestive fact should bo men- 
tioned. The American cruisera employed 
in cuarding the soal fisheries in tho BehriDg 
Sea have taken the larger part of their coal 
supplies from Vancouver. Tho manuger of 
tho principal mining company at Nanaimo 
told mo that ho hud thus Bent 0,000 ton3 to 
the Bohring Sea for tho use of America 
ships. The British cruiserB were at the 
same time using. Welsh coal, to which the 
preference was giveD, not from any supcri 
ority in steaming qualities, but because it 
wob a smokeless coal and cleaner, The 
Admiral stated that ho could sco American 
ships several miles further than they could 
eee him. The advantugo of such a coal in 
tinio of war is obvious, but in war time tho 
only coal obtainable would probably bo that 
near at hand. l8haHhavo occasion, how 
ever, to Bpeak of smokeless coal again. 

" The Vancouver ininea furnish the Cana- 
dian Pacific company with fuel for their 
fast Steamship aervico to China and Japan 
and for their railway service to the summit 
of tho Rockies Without these mines the 
Transcontinental railway and ita ocean con 
nections— in o'her words, tho new postal, 
commercial, and military route to tho East, 
could scarcely bo an accomplished fact. In 
the West, then, as well ns tho East-, on tho 
Parifio ns on tho Atlantic, Canada's coal 
measures aro so placed as to give tho great- 
est poBsiblo advantage for external and in 
tornal communication for the prosecution of 
commcrco in "timea of peace, and for it3 de- 
fence iu time of war. And turcly vast coal 
measures lying behind defended or defonai- 
blo pyrtD must bo of moro permanent worth 
than mero coaliug stations which havo to 
draw all their supplies across wido soas."

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

THIRTV-SECOND DAY, 

TiiuitsDAr, March 8, 1894. 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayera by Ven. Archdeacon Scriven. 

DEPARTMENT 01' AGRICULTURE. 

Hoy, Mr Turner asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill intituled "An act for theregula- 
tion of the department of agriculture, and 
for defining tho powors and duties of the 
minister, aud of tho officers of the depart- 
ment." 

Bill read a first time j second reading 
next sitting. 

CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

Dr. Watt, with referonce to his remarks 
of the previous day, as reported in tho 
Colonist, said that what ho then intended 
to say was merely that ho thought the ten- 
dency of tho amendment moved by Mr. 
Adams would make tho bill of no use ; and 
that ho had no authority for saying that 
the company would bo too much hampered 
by this legislation, or that in consequence 
of it they would abandon tho project. 

KOOTENAY ENTERPRISES. 

Mu Kellie moved tho second reading of 
the bill for tho incorporation of tramway, 
telephone and telegraph lines in tho district 
of West Kootenay. Tho bill provides that 
companies proposing to construct tramways 
may bo incorporated in tho' manner pro- 
vided for in the companies act, provided tho 
sanction of tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works bo obtained after the memoran- 
dum of association has been duly advertised ; 
and it also gives power to expropriate tho 
land over which the tramway is intended to 
run, upon tho usual conditions. 

Mr. Cotton objected that this bill pro- 
posed to confer privileges wholesale suoh as 
it had been tho custom to grant only on the 
introduction of a private bill in each case. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven also objected to tho 
bill, which he considered infringed upon the 
right of eminent domain. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he considered tho 
principle of such legislation pernicious, and 
cousequent'y that tho bill should not be al- 
lowed a second reading. Companies desir- 
ous of incorporation for such purposes had 
been oncouraged to coma to tho houso and 
Beek their franehis s by moans of private 
bills, the consideration given to which as- 
sured that existing lines should not bo par- 
alleled, with the result po s bly 
of thoir destruction or of positive 
disadvantage to the public. The prevailing 
practice involves full inquiry by tho private 
bills committee with respect to all tho inter- 
ests Directed, but the bill proposed to sweep 
away all this procodure and give general pow- 
ers by which lines may bo constructed irres- 
pective of existing enterprises. Ho felt that 
this would be against tho public interest— if 
not a n (lection upon provincial honesty so 
far as those companies already granted fran- 
chises may bo affected. Only a few years 
ago he had opposed a proposition to 
nuthorizs tho building of a lino parallel 
to tho electric tramway between Van- 
couver and New Westminster, on the 
ground that it was not in the pub- 
lic interest that a second lino should bo 
built whon the business to bo done did not 
warrant it. He had been bitterly assailed 
at the time, but tho honse had subsequently 
pronounoed the prinoiplo he contended for 
to be the proper one. As he said beforo ho 
thought this bill would be a stop in the 
wrong direction, and that it should bo 
defeated. 

Mr Kellie pointed out that it was pro- 
vided that lines could not be built without 
the assent of tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council. This, ho thought, would give tho 
necessary safeguard. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought it would bo 
much bettor to leave tho power to give suoh 
assent in the hands of tho houso as at 
prosent, and not to entrust it to tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council. 

Mr Eberts pointed out that tho whole 
question with respect to this bill hinged up- 
on the power of expropriation asked, as 
everything else desired is provided for in 
existing acts. He objected to giving the 
power aBked for in this respect. 

Ho>:. Col Baker thought that opart 
from other considerations tho power asked 
for was too groat to grant to one district, as 
proposed, and not to tho rest of tho pro- 
vince. He felt that no harm could result 
from tho fow months' delay necessary to 
put through a private bill. 

After further discussion the question was 
put aud tho house divided evenly ao fol- 
lows : 

Ayes — Messrs. Adams, Brown, Flotoher, 
Forster, Grant, Hall, Hunter, Keith, Kellie, 
Kitchen, MoKenzie, Soinlin, Stoddart, 
Sword and Watt — 15. 

Noes— MessrB. Anderson, Baker, Beaven, 
Booth, Cotton, Croft, Davie, Eberts, Home, 
Martin, Milne, Pooley, Punch, Rogers and 
Smith — 15. 

The Speaker said ho would have great 
satisfaction in voting in support of any 
moasure introduced by the hon. member for 
West ICx^enay if ho could do so. In this 
instance, however, ho felt that tho bill pro- 
posed that the houso should part with a 
very grave right which it alone Bhould ex< r- 
cise, and he would therefore have to vote 
against the bill, and to declare tho motion 
for tho second reading lost. 

dentistry act. 

Dr Watt moved tho Becond reading of 
the bill to amend the dentistry act. 

Motion agreed to on division of 11 to 10. 

encouragement of dairying. 

Hon. Mr Turner moved tho second 
reading of the bill for tho encouragement of 
dairying. This bill, he said, carries its own 
recommendation. The intention is to facili- 
tate tho formation and operation of associa- 
tions for instruction in dairying throughout 
the province It is modelled on tho Ontario 
act, which ho believed had been found to 
work very well. Tho idea is to givo in- 
struction to tho farmers and to give lec- 
tures from time to time. The result of in- 
creased encouragement to dairying ho hoped 
would be to lessen the great importation of 
products for which this country is bo emin- 
ently adapted. 

Bill read a second timo. 

noxious weeds. 

Hon. Mr Turner moved tho second 
reading of tho bill for tho extermination of 
noxious weeds. Ho thought this bill, liko 
the previous one, is greatly in tho interest 
of agriculture, for one had only to go out a 
very short distanco from the cities to sco for 
himself how necessary it is that some steps 
shall be taken to chock tho spread of the 
noxious weeda whioh are a source of so much 
annoyance to farmers. 

Mr. Semlin said ho was quito willing to 
almit that the intention of tho bill is good, 
lutho doubted if it is practicable. In his 
neighborhood, for inatanco, tho noxious 
weeds upon tho mountains, which could not 
bo got at, spread their seeds for miles around. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said tho bill remindod 
him of ono dealing with tho same Bubjoct 
which had some years ago been bofuro tho 
house, and upon which tho then member for 
Wostminster had modo some humorous re- 
marks, including tho charaoteristio observa- 
tion that ho felt disinclined to support it 
becauso it did not include tho moat noxious 
weed of oil — tho Chineso cigar. (Laughter.) 
On tho whole he thought tho bill a move in 



the right direction, but ho thought that the 
interpretation oI&ubb— which as beforoatated 
was copied from tho Ontario aot— is too 
comprehensive, for inatanco it seomed to 
him that it need not include the dandelion, 
which ho believed was used for certain 
household purposes; and tho presence of 
the daisy, to the best of his recollection, had 
bBen associated with ideas of moro or loss 
delight to tho rising generation, and he 
thought it hardly necessary that tho daisy 
also should be exterminated. As to wild 
oats, he would not bo surprised to hear some 
objeotiou from the hon. leader of the opposi- 
tion, who it is understood has not quite fin- 
ished sowing his. (Laughter.) The suhjeofc 
of tho bill hid received BOino nttontion from 
tho corporations of the cities, but thoy ap- 
peared not to havo gone about tho work tho 
right way, as though men wore soni out to 
cut down thistles this has not been dono un- 
til after the thiBtlea were in bloom and 
their Eeods had boeu diatributsd. 

Mr. Croft thought the oxeye daisy 
should bo included in any bill of extermin- 
ation, and ho called attention to tho neces- 
sity of some steps being taken to securo the 
destruction of weeds on reserves, to which 
this bill does not apply. 

Mr. Kitchen cxpresaed tho hopo that no 
barm would be allowed to como to the sow 
thistle, tho dandelion and tho lamb's 
quarter, and also ho eaw nothing to con- 
demn in tho oxeye daisy, which he said 
" is not tho littlo daisy that we aro all 
acquainted with." (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Ho spoko in praise of these as 
moat succulent weeds. 

Mr. Booth did not know that tho bill 
would bo of very groat uso now, though ho 
thought such a measuro might very well 
havo been pasaod twonty years ago. 

Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that becauso 
the matter had not been attended to twonty 
years ago is no reason why tho nuisance 
should not bo abatod now. Tho houto must 
consider tho intereata of the country twenty 
years henco. 

Mr.. Roiiers said there aro certain weeds 
which ho thought might well bo destroyed 
in some such way as proposed. Ono of tho 
worst of thoso is tho Canada thistle, which 
is just beginning to comu in now. Another 
obnoxious weed is tho wild mustard, and if 
it could bo kept down by any moans tho 
result would bo very beneficial to all farm- 
era. He thought that the bill possibly went 
too far, but ho heartily agreed with its ob- 
ject. 

The Speaker hero callod attontiou to 
tho fact that the bill did not appear to bo in 
order, as it seemed to bo ono which should 
havo been brought in on messugo from tho 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in consequonca of this 
and of other objections, moved that the 
order for tho secoud reading be discharged, 
so that tho bill might be brought in in an- 
other form. 

Motion agreed to, 

hall minks tramway. 

The houso went into committeo of tho 
whole, Mr. Rogers in the ehair, on tho bill 
to authorize tho Hall Mines, Limitod, to 
construct tramways and electrical and other 
works in tho vicinity of Nelson (Mr. 
EberU). 

Objection was taken to tho clause 
in the preamble reciting tho prayer 
of tho potition for power to " expro- 
priate lands for a tramway line, 
and for a sito for power houses, milling, 
concentrating or smoking works, or such 
other work as may bo necessary," and Mr. 
Brown moved to Btriko out tho words "mill- 
ing, concentrating or smelting works." 

Mr. Eiierts explained that whon tho ore 
was brought down by the proposed gravita- 
tion tramway from tho mine to tho Kootenay 
river, there would probably bo but ono 
point where it could oa conveniently handled 
for concentrating purposes, and it might 
happen that the owner of this would not be 
willing to sell, and tho whole achemo of tho 
company would thus he brought to a stand- 
ill. He pointed out that there is nothing 
offensive about concentrating works, bo 
that no injury would bo inflict- 
ed on adjoining property by the 
expropriation of tho land required 
for this purpose. With respect to smelting 
works, thero might bo an objection on ac 
count of the offensive fumes emitted, and 
bo would not oppose striking out that much 
of the clause, but ho asked tho house to 
vote against the amendment as it stood. 

MR Sword then moved on amendment 
to the amendment in ccordunco with tho 
remarks of the promoter of tho bill, the 
effect being to atriko out "Smelting 
works " from tho clause. 

Tho matter was debated at groat length 
and with considerable warmth. Finally the 
amendment to the amendment was agreed to. 

Additions, to tho preamble proposed by 
Mr. Martin and Mr. Croft were undor con- 
sideration, wh;n Hon. Mr. Vernon, who had 
been out of the chamber, called attention to 
tho fact that thi y proposed to add to the 
prayor of tho potition, and thereforo woro 
not in order. 

It being nearly (i o'clock tho committeo 
roBo and reported progress. 

Tho houso adjourned at p. m. 
notice of motion.

Tho Jubilee Hospital board held thoir 
aenii-monthly mooting last evening. Alex. 
Wilson presided in tho absence of the chair- 
man, who was dotainod at homo by a sevoro 
cold, and thoro were proaont also W. M. 
Chudloy, J. S. Yates, E. C. Baker, Geo. 
Byrnes, Thos. Bradon, G. H. Brown and I. 
V. Braverman. At the invitation of the 
hoard Aid. Styles, Keith-Wilson and Hum- 
phreys attended on behalf of the City Coun- 
cil, to obtain further information on account 
of tho boards applicition for aid from tho 
City Council. 

A. letter from Fred. H. Worlook tondered 
his resignation aB a director, in couBequonco 
of existing circumstances. The resignation 
was acoepted with regrot. 

Emil Tferduer, on behulf of tho Knights 
of Pythias, wroto with reference to a state- 
ment reported to havo been mado by Mr. 
Chudley at a previous meeting, to the effect 
that members of that order had imposed 
upon the hospital by claiming free treat- 
ment., and Btii'-icg that if any person so 
a« eil, claiming to bo a membor of tho 
Pythian order, ho must have misrepresented 
himself, as the order look after their Bick. 

Mr. 6'budbysaid Mr. P/ordner muBthavo 
been grleviously misinf jrmed, as ho had 
nude no such reloronco to the Knights of 
Pythias, and the secreta y wub requested to 
send a reply to that effect. 

The rt-purta of medical officer, matron, 
stoward and troaaurer were read. There 
wero 51 patients in the hospital on Febru- 
ary 1, and 37 woro admitted during the 
month, mukiug a total of S3 treated, of 
whom 60 were freo. There wero .10 dis- 
charged and 5 died, loaving 47 in the hospi- 
tal on March 1. 

The aldermanic deputation were then in- 
vited to ask for any information desired. 

Aid. Keith- Wilaon, as chairman, spoke 
for tho committee, first of all stating his 
personal opinion that the hospital should 
be generously dealt with, The doctors 
report Bhowed, he \va8 glad to see, that tho 
hospital is being economically run, bub the 
total cost, it seems, is about $20,700 a year, 
a very largo aggregato which he was not 
surprised i he board found it hard to raiBe. 
Ho had heard charges of extravagance 
against the hoapital, b,ut nothing, ao far, in 
support of them. It appeared to him that 
tho board of eighteen directors is too largo 
for economio managoment. Tho training 
school branch appeared to bo a Bource of 
considerable expense, but whether or not it 
should be carried on ho could not say now. 
Ho thought tho most rquitiblo way to raiBO 
the monoy for the hospital would be, not to 
endeavor to havo it subscribed by tho gener- 
ously disposed, but if it was to be o public 
hospital it OUg'ut to bo supported by the 
public as a wholo, Whether or not the hos- 
pital is too far out for a city insti- 
tution, and whether or not a hospital should 
bo provided for nearor the centre of tho 
city, is Bomothlrg which also will have to 
bo considered later. If, however, the city 
is to pass tho deBired by-law for $,'55,000 it 
dosirnblo to have sorno assurance that the 
property will not bo again mortgaged or run 
into debt; and for its more economic man- 
agement in tho future ho would propose a 
smaller board of mani'g ment. Ho would 
propose that the institution bo made a city 
and provincial hospital, so that patients 
from all quarters might be admitted, the city 
and province each to have a half interest in 
the management. In the meantime, aB this 
ohango could not bo brought about 
immediately ho thought tho board 
should givo aomo guarantee that 
tha property would not bo mort- 
gaged in the future. Ho bolievod the 
patients should be made to pay more than 
they havo done, aa he knew that mon had 
been in aa free patient8 who wero able to 
pay, but had evaded doing so. 

Mr. Byrnes said tho board uso all possible 
means to find out whethor or not those who 
aro admitted are able to pay, but know they 
are often doceived. How to get at tho real 
facts is often very difficult. 

Aid. Keith-Wilson Baid he felt satisfied 
that such is the case, and though his re 
marks might appear to be nothing but fault- 
finding they wore not made in a spirit of 
criticism, Ho simply mentioned tho ideas 
which had occurred to him on thinking over 
the matter. Ho heartily favored tho by- 
law, provided n satisfactory guarantee 
against similar difficulties in tho future were 
forthcoming. Another thing ho had hoard 
said was that it is too easy to get into the 
hospital — much easier than in other places, 
and ho thought this also should be locked 
into. 

Mr. Yatco said tho hospital received an 
nuully $10,000 from the government, $2,000 
from the city, and §7,000 or $8,000 from the 
pay patients, tho balance having to bo made 
up from voluntary contributions, which un- 
fortunately are not enough for the purpose. 
How to make rovenuo and expenditure 
balance is a difficult thing to determine 
Ons suggestion is that tho training school 
will result in decreasing the cost of nursing, 
which will ho largely dono by tho nurses in 
training, who start at very small pay. As 
to tho location of tho hospital, ho had him- 
self contended for a site nearer town. It was 
not a fact, as Aid. Keith-Wilson scorned to 
think, that anyono could bo refused admit- 
tance, for they wero bound as tho recipients 
of public funds to tako in overy patient, of 
course uuder proper regulations, bo long 
as thoy had an empty bed. The 
usual coureo is to procure an admission card 
from two of the directors, after which tho 
patient is examined by tho resident doctor, 
who decides whether tho patient is to bo ad- 
mitted or merely attend from day to day as 
an outdoor patient for treatment. Every 
nun is aBkcd not only as to his means and 
his relations, but as to who aro his friends, 
ao that if a patient dies they may know who 
are interested in tho matter. It had been 
suggested once that all institutions employ- 
ing labor ohould bo asked to havo their mon 
subscribe 50 cents a mouth, in return for 
which they would bo treated ?reo in tho 
hospital, but about tho timo this proposi- 
tion was made the wholo consulting medical 
staff sont in their resignations, and 
it wbb thoroforo abandoned, Tho 
medical men of tho city seem to be 
againBt this hospital, ono reason ■ somotimea 
given being that it is a Dr. Davie insti- 
tution, but thor in no foundation for suoh a 
complaint, na every medical man had tho 
right to send his patiouts thcro and treat 
them if ho bo desired, 

Tho Chairman next doalt with some of the 
charges of oxcravaganco which ho had heard, 
showing that A'hilo they sound plausible 
they havo no foundation in fact, Ho stated 
that uo patient had over been refused, if 
found to bo requiring troatment, uud nvon 
if when they come they aro so unclean us 
not tobo fit oven for a police lookup, they I 
are given tho beat of oaro. Ono man, ue , 



dirty as could well be imagined, was admit- 
ted two weeks Bgo at the request of the 
Mayor, and to-day is out cured. He thought 
tho hospital had suffered a good deal from 
tho hostilily of tho medical men of the city, 
and ho only rcgrotted that they were not 
horo so that ho could tell them so. As to 
tho number on tho board, ho thought that 
at all events that did not prevent 
tho business being conducted in tho moBt 
prompt manner. He stated the duties of 
tho board, amongst others that cf visiting, 
singly, the hospital and ascertaining whether 
its affairs go on us they should. There had 
never been a complaint mado to a director 
by any patient in tho hospital, and tho un- 
just complaints always came after tho 
patients had left and the nutters could not 
well bo inquired into, Many patients aro 
sent thoro simply to die, and the hospital is 
put to the oxpenso of burying thorn. The 
board is made up of three members ap- 
pointed by tho Government, three repre- 
senting the old French hospital, and twelve 
elected from tho oitizens. Ho showed that 
tho cost of the free patients during 
the last year had been upwards of 
§13,000. The freo patients are treated by 
the house-surgeon, and by Dr. Davio and 
Dr. Jones in the surgical and medical wards 
proportionately, and the pay patients aro 
treated by thoir own physicianB if dcaircd, 
juBt aa they might bo at thoir own houses, 
and these physicians have tho uso of all tho 
instruments and appliances of the hospital. 

Mr. Chudloy showed that the hospital 
had been put to a great deal of oxponse 
through tho smallpox epidemic, and that 
during that time it did not tako in enough 
to pay salaries even. Ho thought the insti- 
tution is run on a very economical basis, and 
that it will stand the closest investigation. 
Ho felt quitoBuro that there aro 2.000 work- 
ingmou in the city who would gladly have 
paid 50 cents a month for tho promise of 
free treatment in the hospital, and if tho 
scheme had not been interfered with he 
thought thia aid might easily have been 
secured. 

The Chairman said ono way in which a 
saving might bo made would bo to provide a 
laundry and disinfecting machine. The 
washing now costs $150 a mouth. 

Aid. Humphreys said it was commonly 
reported that tho medical men of tho city 
were against tho Jubileo hospital, and ho 
would like to be informed why this is. 

The Chairman replied that of tho whole 
consulting staff ho thought thero were only 
two who aent their patients elsewhere, and 
one of these b-dng the regular physioian of 
St. Joseph's hoapital, could not bo expected 
to do otherwise 

Air. Yates Baid it had been reported that 
tho medical men claimed that their reputa- 
tions would suffer, bocauso their pationts 
wero told by nurses in tho hospital that they 
would receive d lforent and bottor treat- 
ment by Dr. Davio than that being given 
them by their private phyaicians.but inquiry 
had failed to develop any foundation for the 
story, and ho did not think tho medical 
men had any real reason for complaint. 

Aid. Keith-Wilson said what ho had heard 
to night convinced him of what ho had be- 
fore thought— that if the city is to contrib- 
ute largely to tho support of tho hospital it 
should havo a direct aharo in the manago- 
ment. Ho intonded to report to tho counoil 
that the hospital should be made a city and 
provinci il one. Ho had taken the precau- 
tion of asking the Premier whether ho would 
havo any obj-ction to this, and the Premier 
had repliod that parsonally he had not, 
though he had not consulted his collooguea. 
Ho wanted to know now if tho board would 
havo any obj:ctions to such a proposition. 

Mr. Yates said this board represents the 
provincial government, tho French hospital 
and tho citizens generally who subscribe, It 
was not a close corporation in any sense. 

Aid. Keitii- Wilson said ho intended to 
bring before the Council also that the board 
of managoment is too largo — too unwieldy, 
and ho wanted an expression of opinion on 
that point. 

Tho Chairman said tills is no new point as 
Mayor Beavcn raised it last year. 

Mr, Baker said he quite believed that the 
board is too large for practical purposes. 
Ho thought they should now givo aorro ex- 
pression i.f opinion on this point. He for 
ono is willing to resign his seat in favor of 
any member of tho aldermanic board. He 
thought the advantage of a city grant would 
bo that it would compel a largo class who 
now contribute nothing to pay their propor- 
tion. 

Mr. Byrnes ng;c-ed that the city should 
navo representation on tho board, but it 
should bo by independent gentlemen, out- 
side of the Council. Though the coBt of tho 
resident physician had been criticised ho 
thought it was in tho intorcst of the hospi- 
tal and of the public that a first claeB and 
experienced man should bo in charge, bo 
that the poor patients might havo tho feel- 
ing that there was always present a doctor 
on whom they could depend. 

Aid. Humphreys said ho thought overy 
doctor in town intended to vote and work 
against tho proposed by-law, and ho thought 
tho reason for this should bo made quite 
plain before tho by-law was put to tho 
people. 

Aid. Koith- Wilson said ho had visited 
several doctors in tho eity, and thero wero 
very general complaints about tho manage- 
ment of tho hoapital. 

Mr. Braden said ho thought the aldermen 
Bhould tell the board tho nature of the com- 
plaints. 

Aid. Keith-Wilson then gave, in confid- 
ence to the board, the Btibatance of the com- 
plaints made by a largo number of medical 
men whem ho had visited. 

Tho Chairman expressed tho opinion that 
these complaints were tho result of joalouay 
or lack of information, and that investiga- 
tion would show this. 

Aid. Keith-Wilson said in conclusion that 
ho thought tho by. law should be allowed to 
remain in aheyanco until it could be arranged 
that tho hospital should ho a city and a pro- 
vincial institution, and that tho manage- 
ment should bo in fower hando than at 
present. If thia wero dono ho thought the 
by-law would bo put through without any 
trouble, and that any further aid required 
would ho forthcoming 

It was docidod to call a special meeting 
of tho board for Monday evening next, to 
discuss tho matter and submit a proposition 
to the council. The deputation withdrew 
at II :;i5 p.m.

NO AITROPKIATIONS. 

Tho Funds Exhausted for the Maintenance of 
Prisons and Payment of witnesses, 

MILWAUKEE, March 8, — The criminal 
term of tho U. S. Court should havo com- 
menced to day, but the wheels of justice aro 
unable to revolve becauso tho noceswy 
funds arn not forthcoming. Thero aro sorno 
twenty. fivo persons awaiting trial, who will 
have to remain in prison until Congress votes 
a deticiency appropriation. This is tho ulti- 
matum of Attorney-General Olney, who has 
informed Marshal VViswell that tho appro- 
priation for tho pay of witnesses for 1894 is 
absolutely exhausted. Ho who is tho appro- 
priation for tho maintenance of federal pris- 
oners in the dilliront penal institutions of 
tho country.

Wasiiinotok, March 8 — The tarill bill 
as amended by tho Senate Finance commit- 
tee, was given out for publication to-day. 

All sugars not abovo 80 degrees polari- 
scopo test shall pay a duty of ono cent a 
pound, and for every additional degree or 
fraction of degreo abovo 80 and not abovo 
90 degroeB shall pay 1-100 of ono cent a 
pound additional; and above 90 and not 
above 9G degrees, for every additional degreo 
or fraction of degree, shall pay duty of 'J-100 
of a cent u pound additional, and abovo 98 
degrees Bhall pay 14-100 cents a pound. Iron 
oro, '10 conts a ton. Coal taken from freo 
list and made dutiable also at 40 conts a ton, 
and coke at ID centB. Lead ore, which in 
tho Wilson bill was 15 percent, ad valorem, 
is taxed i} of ono cent per pound. Raw wool 
is left on the freo list exactly as in tho Wil- 
son bill, provision to go into effectors AuguBt 
2, 1894. 

Ic tho manufactures of wool, valuations 
as given in tho Wilson bill aro struck out, 
and tho echeduleB now read as follows : 
Wool cf sheep, hair of camol, goat, alpaca 
and othor like animals, in wasto, which has 
beon improved beyond itB original condition 
as waBto by the uso of machinery or tho ap- 
plication of labor, or both, and carbonized 
wool, shall bo subject to a duty of 15 per 
cent, ad valorem. On wool of sheep, hair 
of camel, goat, alpaca, 25 por cout. ad val- 
orem ; on woollen worsted yarns, 30 
per cent, ad vulorom ; on woollen or 
worsted cloths, shawls, knit fabrics, manu- 
factures of overy description, on bbnkote, 
hats of wool, flannels, woollen dress 
goods, clothing and articles of weuring ap- 
parel, wholly or in part wool, 25 to 40 per 
cent, ad valorem. Tho reductions in duties 
on tho manufactures of wool ahull take effect 
Decomber 2, 1894. 

Tho following articles are Btruck from tho 
freo list: AppleB, beef, mutton and pork, 
bone, char, bituminous and shalo coal, slack 
or culm coko, cocoa libro und matting, iron 
oro, augars, staiued or painted window 
gliiBS, painted glasa windows, painting and 
statuary for exhibition. Cuttio and horses 
which havo strayed across the border of any 
foreign country may bo brought back to tho 
United Stateo free of duly undor treasury 
regulations. 

Among othof articles on tho freo list aro : 
Diamonds and preoioua stones. In tho silk 
sohcdulo corded Bilk is arrangod from 25 
centB a Bound to 20 per cent, ad valorem, 
and from 20 to 25 on cod oil with medals of 
distinction and othor products of American 
liahcrios. 

Tho whiskey tax is ruiEcd to §1 10. Tho 
incomo tax provision of 2 por cent, remains 
in force, but tho tax on non-residtnta is 
abolii-hcd. Hondod period whiskey is ex- 
tended from three to eight years. Cigars 
$5 a thousand] cigarottos in paper, $1 a 
thousand; cigarettes in tobacco, 50 conta a 
thousand; lumber remains on tho free Hat. 
Barloy iB raised from 25 to 30 per cont. ad 
valorom and birley malt from .'15 to 40 por 
cent. 

Coal has been put at 40 conts a ton, al- 
though when the committeo had almost com- 
pleted its work, tho propoaition was mado to 



give coal oOcts. The duty given to sugar waa 
only agreed upon after an animated discus- 
sion, and tho rate appears to bear tho ovi- 
denco of being a compromise. Tho sugar 
men do not get all they wanted, but they 
get more than it wna believed thoy would 
ijet. Tho Louisiana Senators in ull their 
argumeuts for the sugar producer insisted 
that tho refiner bo given incidental protec- 
tion, their argument being that if this was 
not dono the producer would bo at the 
mercy of tho refiner. Tho demands mado 
by the sugar men wsro a duty of 1J cents a 
yound on tho raw article, while the refinors 
insisted that thoy could not do business un- 
less they received 5 of a cent. Neither of 
theso got what they asked for, but tho com- 
mittee guve then-, what they deem a reason- 
able rato. It is a duty, said a niombor of 
tho committeo, at which tho producer and 
consumer will have less cause to complain 
than the refiner.

A BY-LAW 

For raiB ; ng the sum of §55,000 for lighting 
purpoaes. 

Whereas, Tho present lighting Bystem of 
tho City of Victoria la insufllciont, it la oxpedi- 
ont and neccBaaty to construct and operate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of the' 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo- 
trlc light, and for that purpose to ralao, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of the said city, tho sum 
Of $55,000 ; 

And Whereas, It wi'l requiro tho sdm of 
§2.835.38 to bo raised annually by rato for tho 
payment of such now debt and interest ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or real proporty of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according tc- 
tho last roviscd nsscssmont roil for tho year 
1893, is 318,511,112; 

And WnEREAs, It will require nn nnnual 
rate of 10-IOOof one mill in tho dollnrfor paying 
such now debt and intorcst ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as followe : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayorof tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to ndvanca tho Bamo 
as a loan, a sum of monoy not exceeding in tho 
wholo the sum of ?55,0O0 currency (or etorling 
monoy, at tho rato of I.8C5 dollars to tho ono 
pound storllng), and to cnuao all such sums so 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho object horelnboforo ro- 
cked. 

Sec. 2. It shall ba lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao any numborof debentures to bo mado, 
executed and issued for such suitjb as may be 
required, not exceedirg, however, tho sum of 
§55,000 ollhor In currency (or Bterling money 
at the rato of i 803 dollarB to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may bo required, each of tho aaid 
debentures being of tho umount of §1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such dobontures Bhall bo sealed with tho 
feal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thoreof, 

Sec. 3. Tho said dobontures Rhall hear dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1831, and shall bo mado 
payablo in fifty years from tho Bald dato at 
such placo either in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to thorn coupons for tho paymont of 
interest, and tho signatures to tho interest 
coupons may bo either written, Btamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. 1. Tho said debentures shall boar inter- 
eat at tho rato of ii per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thoreof, which interest shall bo pay. 
able half-yearly at such place, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo expressed in 
tho dobontures and coupons. 

Sco. 5. It shall be lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao tho said dobontures and the interest 
coupons, oithor or both, to bo mado payablo at 
such plac=-, cithor in Groat Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desirod. 

Soc. 0. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho paymont of tho in- 
terest cn tho slid dobontures during their cur- 
rency, thero shall ba raised annually tho sum 
of §2,175, nnd for tho purposo of raising 
annually a cortain apocific sum for tho pay- 
mont of tho debt at maturity, thero shall bo 
raised annually tho Bum of §300.38. 

Sec. 7. For tho purposo of paymont of tho 
said sums in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rato of 1G100 of one mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or real property in tho municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuanco of tho eald debentures 
or any of thorn. 

Sec. S. That it Ehall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of the said debentures, and Buch 
debentures shall bo so expressed aa to entitlo 
tho said Council to redeem and purchase tho 
samo on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chase, to tho holdo- or holders thoreof, at any 
timo after twenty-five years from tho dato of 
issuance of the said debentures. 

Sec. 9. This by-law shall, before the final 
passage thereof, rocoivo tho assent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation in tho manner 
provided for in the Municipal Act, 18G0, and 
amendments thereto, and shall tako effect on 
the 1st day of May, 1891. 

Sec. 10. This By-Law may bo citod for all 
purposes as tho " Electric Lighting By-Law, 
ISM." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 2nd of 
March, 1891.
